Arden, 24, son of Mr. & Mrs. 
Valdemar Piepgrass of Raymond 
passed awa v at the Lethbridge 
Hospital Wednesday afternoon 
about 1 p.m. from injuries re¬ 
ceived last Thursday while work 
ing on a beet piler at the Rel¬ 
iance beet dump near Tabor. He 
had lain in the Hospital nearly 
a week, conscious, hut paralyz¬ 
ed from tlie shoulders down 
due to the fracture of a verte¬ 
brae which was causing pres¬ 
sure on the spinal cord. 

A consultation of a group of 
doctors on Sunday resulted in 
their holding out no hope for 
the injured lad, and they stated 
that even if he did live he would 
be a helpless invalid for the 
rest of his life. lie showed sli¬ 
ght improvement during his 
stay in the hospital during the 
first two or three days, and af¬ 
ter that hi s condition remained 
practically unchanged until his 
death. 

Funeral services are being 
held at 2 p.m. today and a full 
report will be given in next 
week’s issue. The sympathy of 
th e community is extended to 
the sorrowing parents in their 
deep loss, and yet the? and 
their friends feel that if tlio 
boy could not be restored to 
health and strength and an en¬ 
joyment of his faculties, that 
his passing is probably a great 
blessing to all concerned.

August 17th, 1939 
GENERAL — In the .Prairie 
Provinces despit e the fact that 
prospective yields and grades af 
grain have been seriously low¬ 
ered by extorem e heat arid 
drought, crops over large por¬ 
tion of both Saskatchewan and 
Alberta continue promising and 
wheat yields generally in Manit 
oba will he fairly satisfactory. 
'In the latter Province harvest 
ing is well advanced and in Sask 
atchewan and southern Alberta 
cutting is fairly general. Good 
rains in Manitoba and showers 
over most of Saskatchewan 
have delayed operations, but 
the moisture has been beneficial 
to late sown grains and pastur¬ 
es. Little precipitation haa oc¬ 
curred in Alberta, and crops in 
central and northern districts 
would benefit from heavy rains. 
In Quebec province grain, root 
and fruit crops have benefilted 
from good growing weather and 
all are giving satisfactor v prom 
ise. Grain cutting is now well 
under way. I n Ontario harvest¬ 
ing is w r ell advanced in most sec 
tions and average yields of the 
main crops are in prospect. In 
the Maritime Provinces crops in 
general show good promise, 
weather and moisture conditions 
bavin? continued favorable* to 
growth. In British Columbia 
crop conditions generally contin 
ue satisfactory and prospects 
are for good yields of grains 
and tree fruits, though in var¬ 
ious areas without irrigation 
water rain is urgently needed.

PRAIRIE PROVINCES

Questions have been raised regarding: the right of an owner-grower 
and mortgagee under item (c) in clause 1 of the Rules and Instructions 
above. This, of course, is merely an illustration like all the others and 
the amounts mentioned are by no means binding in individual cases. 

Regarding priority between themselves, of grower, landlord, vendor, 
mortgagee and other persons entitled to wheat, the Board cannot concern 
itself with the rights of these various parties between themselves. They 
must make their own arrangements. No doubt in some instances at any 
rate the relationship will be governed by the terms of the lease, mortgage 
or other agreement between them.

CIVIL SERVICE NOTES 


Next time you have trouble 
in deciding which new maid or 
hired man to put to work, im¬ 
agine having the task of exam- 
ing some 50,000 persons in more 
tha n 1,000 competitions for pos¬ 
itions as widely different as ed¬ 
itor and entomologist, or test 
pilot and seamstress. Then you 
will have a keener conception of 
part of the annual work of the 
Civil Service Commission at Ot¬ 
tawa, the Dominion’s employ¬ 
ment agency. 

Naturally the same yard 
stick cannot ^ used to measure 
th e capacities of those applying 
for such a wide variety of pos¬ 
itions as is found in the Gov¬ 
ernment Service. The Commis¬ 
sion has to size up each situa¬ 
tion and decide what form of 
examination will give the best 
results. The candidate might 
be faced with a written, oral or 
practical test, or a combination 
of these. O r he might not be 
faced with any of them; for a 
very satisfactory examination 
for technical positions is on e in 
which a Board looks over the 
application forms, references, 
and careers of the candidates 
and arranges them in order of 
merit, either with or without a 
subsequent oral examination— 
or competitive interview as 
these examinations are called 
in the British Civil Service. 

Whatever th e form of exam¬ 
ination used in its competi¬ 
tions, the Commission is concern 
*‘d first with getting as many 
qualified persons as possible to 
apply, and second in arranging 
them in their prope r lKisition 
of merit and assigning them for 

duty in order from the eligible 
list.
